Colonel Butters retires after 27 years of military service

WILMINGTON - When 
Colonel Brewster “Bruce” 
Butters graduated. from 
Wilmington High S¢hool in 
1977, he aimed for the skies and 
it wouldn’t be long before he 
found himself flying. Upon 
graduating, Butters enrolled at 
the University of New 
Hampshire, joined the ROTC, 
earned a four year scholarship, 
and graduated in 1981 with a 
Bachelor's of Science degree in 
Physics. He later earned his 
Master’s degree in Aviation 


Florida. 

On May 31 Butters will offi- 
cially retire from his 27 years 
of distinguished service with 
the Air Force. His career has 
been marked by several mile- 
stones including numerous 
merit awards and achievement 
medals. In 2005, Butters was 
recognized for having officially 
logged 4,001 hours in the F-16, 
including 131 combat hours. At 
the time, Butters became only 
the seventh pilot ever to accu- 
mulate more than 4,000 hours in 
an F-16 fighter jet.

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As I finish a 27 year career 
with the military, it is my time 
and contribution to the 
Oklahoma Air National Guard 
and the 138th Fighter Wing 
that means the most to me. In 
" order to describe what has 
motivated me throughout my 
Air Force career, I would like 
to reflect on a family of proud 
military history, a history to 
uphold the freedoms that we 
currently enjoy. It started in 
1666, when William Butters, 
born of Scotland in 1630, trav- 
eled to the Americas and set- 
tled in a town outside of Boston 
Massachusetts. In 1676, he 
served in King Philip’s War 
and started the military ser- 
vice of which I am about to 
speak. 

Nearly one hundred years 
later, on April 18, 1775, William 
Butters IV acting as a Minute 
Warner received the call from 
Paul Revere and gathered 
brother, James Butters, along 
with cousins: Samuel, Reuben, 
and John. Butters (of which I 
am a direct descendant), and 
Samuel’s son Samuel Butters 
Jr. The six brothers and son 
marched 15-plus miles the 
morning of April 19, 1775 to 
participate in the battles of 
Concord and Lexington, the 
start of the Revolutionary War. 
William Butters IV also partic- 
ipated in the Battle of Bunker 
Hill. By the end of the 
Revolutionary War, 15 descen- 
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William Butters V, serving in 
both the Revolutionary War 
and the War of 1812, drew a 
pension for 53 years of service 
in the Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia. 

Twenty-eight descendants of 
William Butters fought during 
the Civil War, the youngest 
again being 18 years of age, In 
total four Butters’ were KIA 
(one from exposure), three 
were wounded in battle, and 
one Butters’ became a POW. 
Three participated in the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg. Most of the 
28 descendants were members 
of the Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia and the 
Maine Volunteer Militia. 
Theodore Butters, a member 
of the Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia, fought and 
died at the battle of 
Gettysburg, PA. Theodore lies 
at the National Cemetery at 
Gettysburg, PA, grave no. 23, 
Massachusetts Section, B. 

Probably of most signifi- 
canc® to me, is a ninth genera- 
tion’ Butters from San 
Francisco, CA. When World 
War I broke out in the summer 
of 1914, Harry. A. Butters ral- 
lied to the Allied cause well 
before the United States 
offered her services. After 
receiving a commission in the 
Royal Artillery in April 1915, 
Harry A. Butters went to the 
front lines in September the

It may seem to you that 
for me this is all quite uncalled 
for, that it can only mean 
either the supreme sacrifice 
for nothing or at best some of 
the best years of my life wast- 
ed; but I tell you that I am not 
only willing to give my life to 
this enterprise (for that is 
comparatively easy except 
when I think of you), but that I 
firmly believe - if I live 
through it to spend a useful 
lifetime with you - that never 
will I have the opportunity to 
gain so much honorable 
advancement for my own soul, 
or to do so much for the cause 
of the world’s progress, as I 
am here daily...I think less of 
myself than I did, less of the 
heights of personal success I 
aspired to climb, and more of 
the service that each of us 
must render in payment for 
the right to live and by the 
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room or on a leash, 
Don’t allow your dog to bark, 
jump up against the door, or 
bite the mail’ as it comes 
through the mail slot; this will 
only teach your dog to attack 
the letter carrier.

Harry Butters served on the 
Western Front in April 1916 
under Colonel Winston 
Churchill. Butters had the 
opportunity to dine with 
Winston Churchill and when 
questioned on how he was able 
to gain a commission in the 
Royal Artillery, Butters 
replied; “I just lied and said I 
was British Born.” On August 
31, 1916, Butters and his unit 
were at the Somme, firing on 
Trones Woods, when his gun 
received a direct German hit 
during a massive barrage. 
Harry Butters and all the 
members of his battery were 
killed. Three-hundred-and-ten- 
thousand allied troops were 
killed in action during the 128 
days of the Battle of Somme. 
Harry A. Butters was the first 
American Citizen killed during 
WWI. His grave sight in 
Albert, France is marked with 
a white cross that simply 
states “An American Citizen.” 
Winston Churchill himself

Rouser without a cause 


This week’s edition contains a letter to the editor from Suzanne 
Sullivan. It can be found elsewhere on this page under the head- 
ing “Wasting tax dollars.” It would make sense to read that letter 
before continuing with this editorial. Go ahead, we'll wait. 

All set? 

Okay, let’s address some of the issues that Ms, Sullivan brings to 
light. Let’s start with her assertion that Article 21 of the upcom- 
ing town meeting was drafted with the intention of attracting so- 
called big box stores to Wilmington. This, were it true, would be 
a truly disturbing revelation for most residents. It is, however, 
supremely indicative of Ms. Sullivan’s modus operandi - to take an 
issue and twist it and turn it in order to generate the most dra- 
inatic public reaction. To look at her position on this particular 
town meeting article, and to mimic her style, one might justifiably 
turn around and proclaim, “Suzanne Sullivan is in favor of a Wal- 
Mart or a BJ's Wholesale on Main Street in Wilmington.” 

Yes, one could reasonably interpret her position as such, if one 
were prone to similar tactics, What she does, and what she has 
done shamelessly for many years, is the community-development- 
equivalent to yelling ‘Fire!’ in a crowded movie theater. 

Let’s look at the incontrovertible facts surrounding this issue. 

Many residents understandably bemoan the build-up of Main 
Street. However, the ‘town’ has limited authority over what can 
and cannot be built on those properties. The town could not, for 
instance, instruct a property owner not to build a space for a 
Staples or a Dollar Tree. Such establishments can be built ‘by 
right’ under the current zoning laws. 

Here's the kicker, and the impetus for Article 21 of the upcoming 
town meeting: according to Wilmington’s current by-laws, there 
are sections of Main Street and elsewhere, that a Home Depot or 
a Wal-Mart, or a BJ’s Wholesale, or any other big box store could 
be built. How does that sound? Fascinating that Ms. Sullivan's 
letter did not provide us with this crucial bit of information. 

‘The passage of Article 21 would eliminate that possibility. 

Instead, it would allow - by special permit - a big box establish- 
ment alongside the highway and at the outskirts of town, thus 
keeping the resulting traffic off of Main Street. Contrary to what 
Ms, Sullivan asserts, Wilmington’s Planning Department is mak- 
ing a pro-active move to protect Wilmington from the type of sit- 
uation that our neighbors in Billerica are facing. 

Ms, Sullivan’s letter is jam-packed full of such erroneous con- 
clusions and conspiracy theories. Too many to address here in 
this limited space. 

Her hatred of Wilmington’s Town Manager is evident, and this is 
nothing new. According to her letter, it is the town manager’s plan 
to lead Wilmington into a downward spiral. That would be an 
interesting strategy, though how he would personally prosper - 
which seems to be what she is implying - remains a mystery. In 
Ms. Sullivan's letter, along with many of her previous letters and 
verbal statements, the town manager is painted as a faceless mon- 
ster, intent on ravishing the residents’ wallets. She's been heard 
and overheard by many, this writer included, describing him as an 
outright liar. Over the years she’s become nearly obsessed with 
bringing him down.

A truly remarkable finish

Absolutely incredible. 

After tremendous careers at 
both the high school and colle- 
giate level, 22-year-old 
Wilmington resident Dan 
Vassallo has now gone big-time. 
Competing in his first ever 
Boston Marathon, Vassallo fin- 
ished 24th overall and was the 
ninth American to cross the fin- 
ish line, He was clocked at 
2:25.10, just 17 seconds behind 
three-time champion Robert 
Cheruiyot of Kenya. 

A total of 25,283 representing 
$4 countries runners crossed 
the finish line and Vassallo, 
who just five years ago was set- 
ting course records for the 
WHS Cross Country team, fin- 
ished 24th overall. 

Twenty-fourth! 

“Honestly, I didn't feel like a 
front-runner at all,” said 
Vassallo of the 112th annual 
event held Monday. “When I 
found out I was 24th, I thought 
it was a joke. I thought there 
were a lot more packs out there 
in front of me. I knew I was 
Passing some Kenyan guys and 
I saw the helicopters, but I did- 
n't really see any TV cameras. 
F-fhought the guys I was pass- 
ing were just having bad 
races.” 

Vassallo said several people 
have asked him if he thinks he 
will ever be a Boston Marathon 
winner, but Vassallo said he 
would have plenty of work to do 
if he wants to fulfill this dream 
of every runner. 

“I'm not sure if I'm a poten- 
tial future Boston Marathon 
winner, but it's very flattering 
to have people ask me that 
question,” said Vassallo. 
“There's still a lot of work to 
do. My next goal is to qualify 
for the 2012 Olympic Trials.” 

‘To be successful in the Boston 
Marathon, Vassallo said he put 
several of his hours into train- 
ing and preparing for the annu- 
al road race, 

“I started training for the 
Boston Marathon in November 
after I recovered from the 
Maine Marathon,” _ said 
Vassallo. “Before I moved to 


Brunswick, Maine, I trained a 
lot in Wilmington, mostly at 
night after work. I did a lot of 
long runs that got faster and 
faster as the run progressed 
and other runs with fast inter- 
vals and slow intervals. I aver-

aged about 110 miles per week.” 

Even though Vassallo finished 
in the top 25 in his first ever 
Boston Marathon, he said he 
did not even get the goal time 
he wanted when he entered the 
race. 

“I wanted to run around 2:22, 
so I fell short of my goal 
(2:25.10), said Vassallo. “I was 
right on pace through fifteen 
miles, but I slowed down a bit 
heading up the hills, and I fell 
apart in the 23rd mile.” 

While Vassallo and probably 
all the runners agree that 
Heartbreak Hill is the most dif- 
ficult part of the Marathon, 
Vassallo said the easiest parts 
for him came when he was on 
schedule to cross the finish line 
at the time he wanted. 

The easiest part for me was 
probably when I running 
through Framingham and 
Natick,” said Vassallo. “At that 
point, it was kind of fun and I 


was still on pace to run my goal 
time.” 

Once Vassallo finished the 
race, he said he had some diffi- 
culty standing up, which is 
obviously common after any- 
one runs 26.2 miles, 

“Once it was finished, I real- 
ized how much I beat up my 
body,” said Vassallo. “I couldn't 
really walk. The volunteers 
thought it was a good idea for 
me to be taken to the medical 
tent in a wheelchair, but I was 
okay. 

“At the time, I was also not 
really happy because of my 
time and I didn't know how 
high I placed. I was sad for a 
while and I just wanted to go 
home. I am back at work this 
week though, but I won't be 
walking normally for a few 
days.” 

After Vassallo takes a couple 
weeks off from running to 
recover and rest his body, he 


said he will get back to training 
and preparing himself for the 


other road races and 
marathons he runs throughout 
the year. 


“If my recovery goes normal- 
ly, I will race the New England 
Grand Prix races for my team, 
the Merrimack Valley 
Striders,” said Vassallo. “I'm 
also planning on running 
Brendan's Home Run in 
Belmont and the Wilmington 
4th of July race because I've 
won both of those five years in 
a row. 

“If they can also certify the 
distance for the Wilmington 
Half-Marathon in September, I 
will be there in a heartbeat. 
That is a promise, I'm:not sure 
when or where my _ next 
marathon will be, but I'm think 
that I will definitely will be 
back running in one sometime 
very soon.”

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know whether he will be back 
running in the Boston 
Marathon, but he said he knows 
he will be running competitive- 
ly ten years down the road. 

“They say that a marathon 
runner's peak years are at the 
age of 29-32,” said Vassallo. 
“I'm only 22 years old, so I can 
definitely see myself racing 
competitively for a long time, 
whether it's the Boston 
Marathon or somewhere else.” 

Vassallo, who currently works 
in the ticket office for the 
Portland Sea Dogs baseball 
team in Maine, said there have 
been many people in his life 
who have influenced him to 
become the superb runner he is 
now, 

“There are way too many 
people to mention about ‘who 
helped me become a successful 
runner, and I wouldn't want to 
leave anyone out,” said 
Vassallo. “But the first people 
that come to mind have to be 
my coaches, Thom Bradley and 
Bob Cripps at Wilmington 
High, and Todd Coffin and 
Jared Beers at Colby, and 
Fernando Braz now. My par 
ents, coaches and my primary 
training partners Jeff Alden at 
Colby and Chris Murray in 
Wilmington gave me the sup- 
port I needed.” 

At the Marathon, Vassallo 
probably had the most cheers 
out of any runner as several of 
his family members and 
friends came to support him. 

“I had a lot of friends from 
my college and a lot of teams I 
competed against during col- 
lege encouraging me at the 


Boston Marathon,” said 
Vassallo. “My Colby friends 
Karen Prisby and Smokey 


Collins and my old coach Todd 
Coffin made the trip, as did 
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some friends from Bates and 
the University of Southern 
Maine. 

“My parents John and Jaime 
Vassallo and my girlfriend's 
dad and brother Dave Gravel 
and Brian Gravel from 
Peabody were there too. Dave 
ran the Boston Marathon last 
year and my dad ran it when he 
was 30. 

“Some of my friends from 
Stephanie Jette's. family and 
one of my good friends Tom 
Pazyra from Wilmington were 
also out there cheering me on 
A lot of my friends from 
Wilmington and Colby, includ 
ing my brother Mike Vassallo 
and my girlfriend Katrina 
Gravel were following closely 
hon website where 
time updates.

Last September Kelly Sullivan 
wanted to get involved with 
something in the community. 
So she decided to put on her 
running shoes and she partici- 
pated in the town’s annual half 
marathon run. 

She enjoyed the event so 
much, she decided to take it to 
the next level. And boy did she 
ever. 

On Monday, she competed in 
her first Boston Marathon, and 
she completed that journey by 
coming across the finish line at 
4:33.58. 

“After I ran my first half 
marathon in Wilmington last 
year, I felt a great sense of 
accomplishment being able to 


complete that, and running the 


Boston Marathon was next on 


my list of goals,” said Sullivan. 


Sullivan said she started 
training for the marathon 


and then would train together 
for our long runs on the week- 
ends. We did most of our train- 
ing in and around Wilmington 
and Reading, where Laurie now 
lives.” 

Sullivan, who grew up in 
Wilmington and graduated 
from WHS in 1989, ‘said she 
stuck to the ritual most people 
have the day and the morning 
before the Boston Marathon. 

"My family and I went into 
town on Sunday afternoon to 
see the festivities and attend 
the pasta dinner in City Hall,” 
said Sullivan. “It was tough to 
get some sleep, because I was 
too excited and nervous about 
the marathon. I was up at 3:00 
am, afraid that I was not going 
to wake up on time. 

“We then headed into Boston 
at 6:15 a.m. to catch the bus to 
Hopkinton. I tried to load up on 
a little protein, so I had an eng- 
lish muffin with peanut butter 
and a cheese stick.” 

Sullivan said there were some 
easy parts of the race, but there 
were also some extremely diffi- 
cult parts too. 

“Once I hit mile 25, that was 
the easiest, because I knew that 
Thad made it,” said Sullivan. “I 
only had another ten minutes to 
go. I don't think anything could 


have made me stop at that 
point 

“For me, I think miles 22 and 
23 were the hardest. At that 
point I had come so far and I 
knew the end was right around 
the corner, but I still had 4.2 
grueling miles to go.” 

To help her get through the 
difficult parts of the marathon, 
Sullivan said there were plenty 
of people cheering her on at the 
sidewalks throughout the 
marathon. 

“Both Laurie (Robinson) and 
I had family that came in to 
cheer us on and luckily we were 
able to see all of them along the 
way,” said Sullivan. “My si 
ters Karen Burke and Nancy 
Sullivan and my mom, Nancy 
Sullivan (all of Wilmington) 
came in to see us. Laurie's hus- 
band Jeff Goodwin, her Mom 
Marilyn Robinson and her sis- 
ter Maureen and her husband 
Ed also came in to cheer us 
on.” 

While most runners in the 
race start walking or quitting 


once they get to ‘ 
Hill, Sullivan said she at 2 


didn’t think it was that bad. 

“To be honest, I was so 
focused on just keeping a nice 
easy pace to get through the 
hills that I didn't even realize 


we had gone through 
Heartbreak Hill,” said Sullivan. 
“When we got to the top of the 
last hill, we heard someone in 
the crowd say ‘You made it 
through Heartbreak Hill, it's all 
down hill from here’ 

“Laurie and I just looked at 
each other in shock. We 
thought the worst was still to 
come. It was such a relief to 
know that was past us.” 

Sullivan, who also graduated 
from Bentley College in 1993 
before receiving her MBA from 
their in 1997, said that she only 
had one goal entering the race, 
and she said she is very glad to 
have accomplished that goal 
now. 

“The only goal Laurie and 1 
had entering the race was to 
finish,” said Sullivan. “We had 
a tentative goal of five hrs and 
we actually did much better 
than we thought, and finished 
in 4:33 

“It really is such a huge 
accomplishment for me. I could 
never have imagined doing this

On a gorgeous 60 degree, 
sunny morning, 25,283 runners 
took part in the 112th annual 
Boston Marathon, a 26 mile 
trek through the streets and 
pavement of the beloved city. 

Of those 25,000 plus runners 
representing 84 different coun- 
tries, 30 of them came from 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, 
according to the 
Bostonmarathon.org website.

After 
Vassallo and Christie, eight 
other locals also finished under 
the four-hour mark.

Heading into last 
Wednesday’s key tri-meet 
with Cape Ann League rival 
Hamilton-Wenham and 
Lynnfield, Wilmington High 
boys track coach Bob Cripps 
had predicted that the meet 
was essentially a battle for 
the league title between the 
Wildcats and Hamilton- 
Wenham. 

He had also predicted that 
his team would rise to the 
challenge and that the meet 
would likely be very close and 
decided by just a few points. 
Unfortunately for Cripps and 
the Wildcats the meet was not 
as close as they had hoped, as 
they fell by a score of 83-62 to 
Hamilton-Wenham, while 
rolling over Lynnfield by a 
score of 126-19. 

Cripps was certainly cor- 
rect, however, in anticipating 
how his team would perform 
under pressure in a big meet, 
as despite the loss to 
Hamilton-Wenham, _ several 
Wildcats had their best per- 
formances of the season. 

“Hamilton-Wenham was a 
better team than I thought 
they were,” Cripps said. “Our 
guys did a super job. We had 
12 kids who either qualified 
for states or improved their 
standing for the states and 
many of those that did not 
qualify had personal bests. 
We did very well, but they 
were just better.” 

One Wildcat who had 
already long ago qualified for 
states, but managed to 
improve his standing dramat- 
ically was senior Nate 
Clarkin in the shot put, who 
took first place with a Spring 
personal best throw of 49-4 
Senior Alan Dooley took third 
with a personal best of 37-0. 

Clarkin continued his great 
day with a second place finish 
in the discus with a distance 
of 107-0, but that even 
belonged to felloe senior Nick 
Farnsworth who threw for a 
personal best 147-7. That is 
correct, over 40 feet better 
than his closest competitor. 
Farnsworth also dominated 
the javelin with a throw of 
182-9 for a first place finish, 
followed by Tom Barry in sec- 
ond place with a personal 
best of 157-11. 

“Nick is starting to get 
ready for the big meets,” 
Cripps said. “What he did in 
the discus just shows how far 
ahead of everybody else he 
is.” 

The Wildcats were hurt 
most by three events where 
they were outscored 25-2 by 
Hamilton-Wenham. They 
were unable to score in the 
pole vault, with Hamilton- 
Wenham fielding a group of 
four vaulters who soared to 
over 11 feet. 

The Wildcats also got just 


one point each in the two 
mule and one mile events. 
Senior Andrew Marra took a 
third place finish in the two 
mile in a time of 11:04, while 
Eddie Silva ran the one mile 
for the first time and took 
third in a time of 5:07. 

Silva is normally a two 
miler, but he was inserted by 
Cripps into the one mile race 
in place of sophomore star 
Kevin Flaherty, who is out for 
the season with a stress frac- 
ture. 

“I threw Eddie into the one 
mile and he did pretty well,” 
Cripps said. “Unfortunately 
they were just better.” 

The high jump was another 
tough event in terms of points 
for the Wildcats, with junior 
Tony Nelson and sophomore 
Caleb Rogers finishing in a 
third place tie with a leap of 
5’6. The good news, however, 
was that Rogers, in just his 
second meet back from 
injury, improved his previous 
personal best by five inches. 

Nelson had a very good 
overall day, taking first place 
in the triple jump with a dis- 
tance of 40-1, which not only 
won the event for him, but 
also qualified him for the 
state met. Jimmy DiNuccio 
wrapped up the field events 
for the Wildcats with a first 
place finish in the 

In the 300 meter hurdles the 
Wildcats took second and 
third place with Barry taking 
second in a time of 41.7, fol- 
lowed by junior Jon Parrella 
in 42.5, both personal bests. 
Matt Figueirido meanwhile, 
took first in the 100 meters in 
a time of 11.3 seconds. 

The 400 meters was another 
event that saw two Wildcats 
earn personal bests, with 
DiNuccio taking first in a 
time of 52.1, followed by 
Rogers in third place with a 
time of 54.1 

Mike Condell long ago quali- 
fied for the state meet in the 
800 meters and he continued 
his great season with a win in 
the event with a time of 2:01.2, 
and junior Bobby Fold will be 
joining him a states after a 
personal best 2:04.4 earned 
him a third place finish. 

Senior Nick Jannone also 
qualified for the state meet 
with a personal best time of 
23.6, and the 4 x 400 team of 
Barry, DiNuccio, Rogers and 
Condell rolled to another 
dominating victory in a time

“Stoneham native Sean 
Fitzgerald was ecstatic to be 
safe at home in the month of 
January visitirig with family 
and friends, but this wasn't 
the normal prodigal son 
returning from somewhere 
else in the country during the 
holiday season,” notes the 
“Stoneham Independent.”

sound all that enthused at 
returning. 
“Baghdad was a totally 
different situation; said 
Fitzgerald.... 

“Fitzgerald said that - 
while his family has taken 
great care of him during his 
overseas service — some of 
the other guys within his 
squad live for the packages 
that groups like Stoneham's 
Help Our Troops (HOT) are 
delivering to the troops. 

“You see the woman come 
around with the mail and 
packages every day and a lot 
of the guys pretend like they 
don't care, but then you see 
their reaction when they get 
something and you know it 
means a lot, said Fitzgerald, 
who added that snacks, bat- 
teries and compressed air

action

“Forty-one years ago a 
teenager started teaching 
dance lessons in her parents’ 
basement and began an insti- 
tution of art and compassion 
that endures today and 
encompasses generations,” 
notes the “Tewksbury Town 
Crier.” 

“Today, Tewksbury native 
Donna Miceli has taught 
thousands of children, mostly 
little girls and young women, 
the art of dance. Her studio, 
one of the most successful in 
Massachusetts, graduates 
students that go on to dance 
careers on Broadway, the 
Rockettes, television, and 
film. Eighty percent of the 
instructors once were 
Miceli’s students themselves 
and have an appreciation of 
the technique, form, and dis- 
cipline that makes dance a 
performing art.

“When kids come to the 
school, when a child walks in 
that door, the most important 
thing that we give them is the 
love of dance. I’ve taught 
thousands of kids over the 
years, but for most, dance 
has become part of their 
lives, whether for apprecia- 
tion or of the few that make it 
to the stage; explains Miceli. 
‘Each child that comes in 
gets the best instruction, but 
more importantly we give 
them an appreciation. It’s the 
stuff we're made of, it’s a nat- 
ural thing, and people cele- 
brate life by dancing’ 

“She remembers a child- 
hood of being picked up and 
spun around, dancing with 
her ‘crazy Italian family.’ In 
that way, Miceli grew up with 
an understanding that danc- 
ing is about love. 

“For Miceli, using dance 
as outreach enriches the 
experience for students and

Sneak some as into kids' foods 


Does your child run and hide 
at the sight of vegetables? Are 
sugary snacks a replacement for 
fresh fruit? Many parents wres- 
tle with a child who comes up 
with his own idea of the perfect 
food pyramid - one where four to 
six servings of chicken fingers 
and mac and cheese are sup- 
posed to be enjoyed daily. 

Getting your son or daughter 
to eat what you believe is a bal- 
anced and healthy meal can be 
quite a challenge. But don't yet 
wave the white flag of surrender. 

By incorporating healthy ingre- 

dients into foods they love, you 

can "fool" kids into eating some 

of the most nutritious foods avail- 

able. Sure it's a sneaky maneuver, but a parent has to do what a 
parent has to do. 

You may know that richly colored foods are generally high in 
vitamins and minerals. That's why families are often instructed 
to eat a "rainbow" of foods - and not the artificially colored types, 
either. Carrots, sweet potatoes, beets, blueberries, dark leafy 
greens, and other foods provide a bounty of healthful nutrition. So 
how do you get these ingredients into foods you normally serve? 
It's time to fire up that food processor. 

By making a puree of fruits and veggies and adding it to bat- 
ters or sauces, you can boost the nutritional value of many dif- 
ferent foods - even sweets. Enhance brownies with a puree of 
apples, blueberries and spinach. Make a batch of muffins or waf- 
fles with some hidden sweet potatoes or carrots. Bake a zucchini 
bread or pie, Add a touch of fruit and vegetables into sauces or 
soups where their raw flavor may be masked. Do a half-half mix 
ture of soy and cow's milk in macaroni and cheese to get a pro- 
tein boost. Why not add mashed cauliflower to mashed potatoes” 
The kids will never know. Once you think of all the possibilities 
you may wonder why you haven't tried this sooner. 

This dietary subterfuge is an effective way to get kids to eat 
fruits and vegetables, but it doesn't replace proper coaching and 
lessons in choosing balanced foods. Children still need to be 
taught how to make wise food choices, and how they can still 


, ;njoy junk foods in moderation. 


A great way to inspire children to eat more fruits and vegeta- 
bles is to make these foods fun. Smoothies - where yogurt, fresh 
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without attention to bone 
health. 

Your bones perform a num- 
ber of essential functions. They 
support and protect your inter- 
nal organs. Bones serve as 
levers and braces for your 
muscles so you can move 
freely. They also produce and 
store blood cells in the bone 
marrow. While many think of 
bones as hard parts of the 
body that change little, they 
are actually comprised of liv- 
ing tissue that's constantly 
growing and serving important 
functions. 

When a baby is born, bones 
are made of flexible cartilage. 
As people age, the bones go 
through a process of ossifica- 
tion, where the cartilage is re- 
placed by hard deposits. of 
calcium phosphate and 
stretchy collagen. Calcium and 
sodium, in addition to other 
minerals, are also found in 
bones. Although bones are 
very strong, they are not inde- 
structable. When a bone 
breaks, it is called a fracture. 

According to the American 
Academy of Orthopaedic Sur- 
geens (AAOS), fractures are 
among the most common or- 
thopedic complaints, with ap- 
proximately 7 million broken 
bones each year in the U.S. Up 
until age 45, men are more 
likely to experience fractures. 
After age 45, the number of 
women experiencing fractures 
increases, Prior to age 75, the 
most common fracture occurs 
in the wrist. After age 75, hip 
fractures are the most com- 
mon. 

Fractures can occur from a 
number of causes. These in- 
clude a blow to a bone, a fall, 
osteoporosis, a condition of 
weak or porous bones, or cer- 
tain diseases or medications 
that affect bone density. The 
best way to care for bone frac- 
tures is to prevent them in the 
first place. Here's how: 

~ Make safety a priority 
during work and play. Always 


wear protective gear when the 
risk for injury is present. 


- Exercise regularly. Fre- 
quent exercise improves bone 
health and strength. 

+ Consume a varied diet and 
foods rich in calcium and vita- 
min D. Calcium and vitamin D 
are essential to maintaining 
healthy bones. Check with your 
doctor to see if a calcium sup- 
plement is necessary. 
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fruit/vegetables and juice are mixed - create a frothy and deli- 
cious meal-on-the-go, Let children customize their ingredients 
and play with flavor possibilities. 

Another idea is to experiment with food texture, A child may 
shy away from a raw carrot because of it's crunchy texture. But 
once the carrot is cooked, and drizzled with a bit of maple’syruy 
for example, it may take on an entirely different appeal. Fruits 
and veggies can also be used as condiments. Encourage dipping 
of tortilla chips into vegetable-rich salsa, Ham chunks can be 
dunked into apple sauce, and chicken can be topped with pineap- 
ple.

carbon footprints 


When the topic of conversation inevitably turns toward the 
state of the environment, the term "carbon footprint" is fre- ; 


quently uttered. While many people nod their heads in com- 
prehension, many do not have a clue what "carbon footprint" 
actually means. 

When the words "carbon footprint" are used, they indicate 
a measurement of the amount of carbon dioxide or CO2 emit- 
(ed through the combustion of fossil fuels. The carbon foot- 
print applies in the case of an organization, business or enter- 
prise - as part of their everyday operations or, in the case of 
in individual or household, as part of their daily lives. 
3asically it is the impact people have on the environment 
based on the levels of greenhouse gases produced, measured 
in units of carbon dioxide. 

According to CarbonFootprint.com, a carbon footprint is 
made up of the sum of two parts, the direct/primary footprint 
and the indirect/secondary footprint. 

1. The primary footprint is a measure of our direct emission 
of CO2 from the burning of fossil fuels, including domestic 
consumption and transportation (e.g. cars and planes). 
‘The secondary footprint is a measure of the indirect CO2 
emissions from the whole life cycle of products we use - those 
associated with their manufacture and eventual breakdown. 

A typical person's carbon footprint features a similar 
breakdown, Home heating and cooling needs, electricity usage 
ind travel needs make up the largest shares of the carbon foot- 
print pie. Recreation and leisure, as well as use of public ser- 
vices make up other high areas of impact. 


more to a carbon footprint. In the majority of areas in the 
United States, Canada and Europe the water is safe to drink. 
So simply eliminating bottled water from your lifestyle can 
help reduce a carbon footprint as well. 
Carbon Offsetting 
In addition to reducing your carbon footprint, there are 
ways to offset the levels of CO2 in the environment. One of the 
easiest things for a typical family to do so is surround them- 
selves with more "green," and not the kind stored in a wallet. 
Trees, shrubs and other plants absorb C02 for life and expel 
oxygen. The more trees and plants planted, the better the 
environment will be.

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Building a nursery : converting that 
spare room raises challenges 


For parents expecting their 
first child, many daunting 
tasks lay ahead. But even be- 
fore the baby is born, several 
things need to be addressed 
One of the biggest is creating 
aroom for the child. For many 
first-time parents, this can be 
a difficult task, as their home 
is likely not equipped with a 
room that's ready for the fam- 


ily's soon-to-be newest addi- 
tion, However, converting that 
spare room or office into a 
child's nursery can be easier 
than it sounds. 

= The walls: One of the first 
things to address is the walls, 
and whether or not to paint or 
wallpaper them. Many parents 
find painting to be the easier 
and more flexible option. The 
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flexibility of paint allows the 
room to be easily redone once 
the child has reached the tod- 
dler stage, when he or she 
might want a new look. Wallpa- 
pering can be a difficult and ar- 
duous task, one that you likely 
won't want to do again any 
time soon. 

= The floors: Chances are, 
you'll want some insulation on 
the floor, be it wall-to-wall car- 
peting or an area rug.

Kids can be 
a curious lot, and parents al- 
ways worry about them climb- 
ing out of the crib and risking 
their safety. Cribs should not be 
Positioned near windows, 
where window cords are easily 
accessible and where parents 
run the risk of having their 
children possibly climb out the 
window.
